Reci^RrlBIB 

In view of the widespread discussion 
of the eaaaes hack of the migration of 
to the North tt la timely to 
I be lynching" for the year just 
closed. I' find according to the records 
kept by Monro*- N. Work, head of tin 
division of Records and Research of the 
Tnskegee Institute, that ia -1916 there 
have been. 54 lynching*. Of those 
lynched, SO. were Kegroea and 4- were 
whites. This is (less Negroes and 9 
leas whitea than were put to death in 
1915, when the record waa 54 Negroes 
aad 13 whitea. Included in the record 
are 3 women. 

Fourteen (It) or more than one 
fourth of the total lynching*, occurred 
in Ike Stale of Georgia. Of those put 
to death, 42, or 77 per cent of the 
total, were charged with offense* other 
than rape. The ,. charges 'for wEicl 
whitea were lynched were murder, 3; 
suspected of cutting a woman, 1 (this a 
Mexican). » 

The charges lor which Negroes were 
put to death were: attempted rape, 9; 
killing officers of the law, 10; murder, 
I; hog stealing, and assisting another 
person to escape, r<; wounding officers 
of the law, 4; rape, S; insult, 1; for 
each of the following offenses one per 
Km was put to death: slapping boy : 
robbing store; brushing against- girl 
on street; assisting his sua, accused of 
rape, to escape; entering a boose for 
robbery or some other purpose; defend- 
ing her son, who in defense __ mother, 
killed man; fatally wounding a man 
with wkott-hnd quarreled; speaking 
against mob in net of patting 1 man to 
death; attacking a man aad wife with 
etas.

-The Duncan hotel has been puehased 
by the board of directors of the Nash- 
ville Toting Men's Christian Associ- 
stioii for the colored men's branch, Y. 
M. C. A. The price for the building 
was $70,000. That what hni long been 
considered one of Naahville'i greater* 
needs)— a modem association building 
for the conservation, physical aad so- 
cial salvation of the young Negro men 
and boys of the city— will be realized. 
The Duncan is to be turned over to 
its new owner* on January 1, 

That the Negroes are an asset to 
Nashville is generally admitted by 
those who have kept up with the prog- 
ress of that race. An evidence of that 
fact is shown whan it ia realised that: 

1. Naahvitle U the center of educa- 
tional and religions influence among 
the Negroes of the South. 

2 Five leading Negrtf institutions of 
learning are located in Nashville. 
These schools have a teaching force of 
162. They enroll nearly 2,000 students 

each year. 

"i. The largest Negro medical eollegd 
in the world ia in Nashville. The 
urgent arts college for Negroes in' the 
world is in Nashville. 

4. Two Negro publishing houses in 
Nashville own property veined at 
$304,000. These publishing houses em- 
ploy regularly 300 ekilled workmen. 
They' send literature to 2,000,000 peo- 
ple ia all parts of tke world. 

These are but small arguments that 
denote that it 4a worth while to en- 
courage the Negroes in their efforts to 
make better and morn useful eitlrena 
in the community. 

Oa t he other hand, It may be elearlv 
stated tUt the Nashville Negroes are 
also a liability, at Indicated below: 

1. The death rata among the Negroes 
ia Nashville la 2J.34, nearly three per 
day. The white death rate n 14.32. 

f. During the arst three months of 
1910 therr'.rere 1,539 mala arrests 
1r»ong the' Negroes in Nashville, 
nearly IT per Jay. 

■.'There is- not a public place in 
rtt as ft rt i l lff a sfa wr -Ncyroos m'INsn 
a bath,' a bed - or a wholesome meal 
with desirable surroundings. 

4. There are 39,000 Negroes In Nash- 
ville. The Negro boy and young man 
face temptations more fierce with safe' 
guarde much fewer than those of the 
wait* young man. 

5. These conditions vitally affect the 
white, as well as the .mlored, race and 
most not be permitted to continue.

Washington,- D: C-»-lo, -shaping na- 
tional' legislation one vote in Alabama, 
Ar k a ns as, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, South Carolina, or Virginia 
is worth as much a* five votes cast in 
Connecticut, Now Jersey, Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Iowa. New Mexico or Idaho. The 
eight southern states enumerated cast 
a total of 511,199' votes for the elec- 
tion of members to sit in the Sixty- 
fotlrlh Congress. This makes an aver- 
age of 7,743 votes to each district, the 
entire number of districts returning 84 
Democrats, one Republican and one 
Progressive. 

For tho seven northern states men- 
tioned, the total vote at the same time 
was 2^87,402, or an average of 39,203 
votes, for each district, returning 50 
Republicans and 10 Democrats. Thus, 
■lightly oyer half s million southern 
voters have 60 spokesmen in the House 
of Representatives, whereas it required 
more than two and a half million north" 
era voters to secure equal representa- 
tion. The inequality in voting power 
is the outcome, of course, of a basis 
of total population forming tho several 
southern Congressional districts where 
the Negro is eouated'in, but his yoto 
excluded- How lang must thisn in-

Modern Izaao Walton Uses 
Electric Lights as Aid in 
Making Raid on Finny Tribe 

Luting flan by electricity la simply a 
new and very efficient iiant to vrhich a 
few batteries and an electtic light may 
be applied. In a recent patent for thia 
purpose as inventor Juut provided a de- 
vice, which 1* Intended to lud,uf-o timid 
flah to venture from their biding plane* 
Is drift*, into the open water, wUers 
they may be easily caught by the pa- 
tient and persistent, fisherman, save 
the Electrical Expetftnenter. 

Tho device conaleta merely of no 
electric lamp Incased In a strong glass 
container, a float to regulate the depth 
of ths glass, a coll of wire and a few 
batteries to energise the lamp. The 
wires are Insulated from the water by 
a length of rubber tubing and the bat- 
teries atored , In a portable box on 
ehon*. The flexibility of the tubing, 
however, doee not permit it to bend un- 
der the urn™ of flowiQg water. A 
■mall switch mounted on the outsldo 
of the' box complete* or open* the dr- ' 
cuit to the lamp at will. 

When the fisherman I* ready for op- 
eration* he set* his float at the proper 
place and drop* the limp into the ti- 
er. He then allow* hi* line to han g 
itongslde the lamp and - proceed* to 
make. fcHasoU «omieet*hle. The flab, 
•ooo, crowd around to view the elec- 
trical display and when one attempt* 
to relieve the book of It* bait, the 
angler pull* him. In. After ell of the 
fish at one place have been drawn from 
their hiding places, the fisherman turn* 
off hi* light and draw* It shoreward. 
The tubing la now colled and placed 
.wi th the lamp i nri B ee t jet th e a aat Wi- 
talnlng the batteries and, picking up 
hi* box and fishing tackle, the merry 
angler procee d* to Invade aimthw 
choice spot where the nab have aa yet 
not beep Introduced to the wonder* of 
electrldty.
